H£ Council for Pan-Ameri- 
can Democracy called an emergency 
meeting in New York this sommcr 
which was attended by seventeen 
industrial trade union leaders and 
representatives of other organiza- 
tu»as. 

Following that conference, the 
Ciouncil for Pan-American Democ- 
racy di^atched a letter to President 
Truman, making the following re- 
quest: 

"It is known that the State De- 
partment, in cooperation with the 
other American republics repre- 
sented in the Emergency Advisory 
Gonunittee for Political Defense, 
has in its possession an exhaustive 
and carefully documented indict- 
ment of the Pcron regime. This 
White Paper fully establishes the 
fascist nature of that regime, its serv- 
ices to the Axis enemy, its aggressive 
militarist plans and its dangerous 
penetration into other American re- 
publics. Tliis document has never 
been made public. 

"The original plan of presenting 
the facts to the Conference on Prob- 
lems of War and Peace, held in 
Mexico City, wx^i never carried out^ 
and the document was suppressed 



in order that the way might be 
paved for Argentina's admission to 
UNCIO. We urge that you now 
make tiiis document available to tlir 
press and public of the world, to- 
gether with whatever additional data 
has been compiled.** 

So far, this document has not 
been made available to the press and 
the public of the world. If it had 
been made available, it would prob- 
ably have contained among other 
things an account of the following 
facts. 

Despite U^e pledges by the rcgini*' 
of the Argentine Colonels* Lodg" 
(GOU) to cooperate with the 
United Nations, Argentina is teem- 
ing with unmolested Nazi war crim- 
inals. 

Among them is Count Karl von 
Luxburg, chief of Nazi intelligence 
in Argentina and a close associate of 
Germany's recent self-styled Fueh- 
rer, Admiral Karl Doem*tz. Another 
is Richard Schrocder, one of th. 
chief assistants of German Laboi 
Front leader Robert Ley. 

Count von Luxburg, Gcrmanj's 
Ambassador to Argentina during the 
first World War, was expelled from 
the country in 1916 for organizing 
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the of Allied i^ips. The 

CiHint iTr»...ipd to Argrniina to be- 
come chief of German IntolliRc-nce. 
He has maintained a dnndestinc 
broadcasting station on his "Quinta 
dc Martinez' estate." From a build- 
ing near the Rctiro railway station, 
he organized a system of signaling to 
submarines inth ilags and lights. 

Von Luxburg*s activities resulted 
in the loss of Allied lives and the 
sinking of innumerable Allied ships, 
and Allied claims for his delivery to 
them would be fully justified. As the 
key Nan in Argentina, he mi^t cast 
light on the Nazi nctwoilt in this 
continent. 

Von Luxburg is also said to have 
cooperated with Fritz Mandl, former 
Austrian munitions magnate, and to 
have put him in contact with the 
Argentine generals. He is also re- 
ported to have helped finance the 
GOU coup d'etat in June, 1943, and 
to have personally advised Victor 
Paz Estcnssoro, leader of the coup 
in Bolivia in December, 1943. 

Schrocdcr, chief of die German 
Labor Front in Argentina in 1937 
and 1938, went back to Germany to 
work with Ley. On his reported re- 
turn to Argentina, he i^said to have 
left for the interior of die country 
and is now believed to be in Cal- 
amuchita in Cordoba province. This 
town and La Falda arc considered 
important centers of clandestine Nazi 
cells. 

Admiral Karl Doenitz, his so- 
called Foreign Minister Count Lutz 
Schwerin von Krongk and Ley have

Schroeder is reported to have ar- 
rived in Argentina with full instruc- 
tions to prepare hiding places for 
other Nazis in that country. The vast 
territories of the provinces of Entre 
Rios, Chaco and Misiones are said 
to be ideal for harboring sought-for 
Nazis and to be, actually, the head- 
quarters clandestine Nazi organ- 
izations. 

The Nazis in Misiones are re- 
ported to be maintaining contacts in 
Brazil and Paraguay and to control a 
system of roadways known only to 
them. General Caldcron, who dis- 
covered the extent of Nazi control 
in Misiones, has been arrested and ii 
held incommunicado. All consistently 
democratic hi^-ranking Argentine 
army officers were also purged after 
the series of arrests recently.

Diabetes kills 
some 37,000 persons yearly, and its 
victims are four times greater in

tile paralysis. 

Alloxan is the **open sesame** to 
the enigma of diabetes. With it, re- 
searchers have, for the first time, a 
simple experimental method of giv- 
ing diabetes to the usual laboratorf 
animals. 

This means that doctors now have 
a direct approach toward solving 

some of the more complicated theo- 
retical problems concerning diabetes. 
It also means that they now have a 
i\u\ck^ eas)' way for testing different 
diabetes remedies such as diets, medi- 
cines and glandular octracts.

"The discovery of alloxan diabetes 
has opened opportunities for f<- 
search never before dreamed of, end

WAGE FIGHT IN ARGENTINA 

Strike by Business as Weapon Against Raise Ordered by Government 



Effect on political line-ups 
OS Colonel Peron faces test 
in presidential election 

A three-day strike of Argentine busi- 
ikessmeu against their Government now 
hMs offered something new in the way of 
strikes. This was a strike of cmploycxs 
against an order to increase wages, not a 
•trike of workers to force a wage increase. 

What hapiieued was this: 

The Argentii>o Government, dominated 
by a '^roup of Anny colonels led by Col. 
Juan l*eron. in December ordered employ- 
ers to increase wages of all workers and to 
'pay each worker a December bonus equal 
to one month's salar>'. Total increases in 
pay ranged tram 18 to SSV^ per cent. 

Prefear. Businessmen immediately pro- 
tested. Some of them omiplied with the 
order, but most of them refused on 
grounds of ilk>gality and inability to \>ay. 
Businessmen finally bit upon a three-day 
shutdown, with emploj'es continuing to re- 
ceive their regular pay, as a means of 
showing their disapproval. Most businesses 
and industries remained closed throughout 
the three days; principal exceptions were 
utilities, banks and some small shops. 

Businessmen now have taken the decree 
into court; they say it is unconstitutional 
because the Argentine Congress did not 
^prove it. There has been no Coogress in 
their country since 1943. 

HwsponsibilitY for the decree is laid at 
the door of Colonel Peron. Earlier, as 
Labor Minister, he had backed formation 
of friendly labor unions and proposed a 
decree to give workers 25 per cent of their 
employers* profits. These actions were gen- 
erally interpreted as bids for labor baddng 
for his preudential hc^tes. 

Col. Peron followed these moves by ot- 
gantzing the Labor Party, which now has 
nominated him as its presidential candidate. 

Svpporf of a large share of Argentina's 
8,000.000 workers ntight enable Colonel 
Peron to win the February 24 election 
vitlioul coercion or manipulations. And 
although he sometimes has used strong 
nethods, he is believed now to desire elec- 
tiOB by ao ovenrbdming popular vote. 

Cokmd Peron counts on the aupport 
of several elements: 

The Army, on the whole, can be ex- 
pected to back him. The colonela* dique

has imprisoned generals known to have 
plotted or &us]»ecled of plotting against the 
Government. It has sent others to duty 
far from Buenos Aires. But Army backing 
can be deceptive; at times, defection has 
cropped out in unexpected places. 

The national police are considered 
loiidly behind Colonel Peron. They, to-

Catholic leaden favor him, and Ar- 
gmtina is overwhelmingly Catholic. 

Young nationalists, although not nu- 
merous, are his active supporters. Nazi 
and Fascist sympathisers are expected to 
work for bis election. 

Opposition. Colonel Peron's opponent, 
Jose Tamborini, candidate of the Demo- 
cratic Union, will count on the backing 
of the parties in the Union — Socialists, 
Radicals (except a few dissenters) , Pro- 
gressive Democrats and Communists. Tlicsc 
range from mildly liberal to strongly leftist. 

Long-established labor unions, in the 
main, axe believed friendly to Tamborini, 
but tbey claim only £00,000 members. 
Intellectual leaders, students, and bua- 
nessmen are others upon whan Tamborini 
if depending. 



National Democrats may split their 
votes. This conservative party's Govern- 
ment was overthrown by the colonel's in 
1043. 

Lf/froconservQf ive owners of huge estates 
will find themselves having to choose be- 
tween Communist-backed Tamborini jind 
Colonel Peron, who recentiy promised to 
■ break up a vast ranch holding and turn 
it over to the workers. 

Polilically apathetic dtizeas, a final 
group whose aid Colonel Peron seeks, in 
many cases resented the closing of shops 
during the business strike. Some of them 
are exiMXlcd to sup]>ort Peron. 

If Colonel Peron's popular support 
proves too weak tu assure Jin choice by 
free voting, force may swing the election 
in bis favor. His elevation to the presi- 
dency wotild create some delicate prob- 
lems for the U.S., whose officials have 
publicly denounced him in the past.

There is transmitted! herewith the Laboratory report of tho 
Docuaient analysis of the above papers for MIS. 

These papers were, when received, mounted on cardboard pages or/a' 
leather binder, each being covered with cellulose sheets fastened with scotch 
tape for protection. yf' 

To conduct the necessary exaaination, in accordance with express 
statements of MB, several pages were removed fron the covers. Since this 
endangered the specimens and additional preparations will be needed for perma- 
nent maintenance, this removal was confined to the minimum for "random tests"* 
Pages 1 and 2 of the Marriage papers (the most questionable), the last (signa- 
ture) pages of the "Private Will" and the "Political Testanent" were the only 
ones completely removed. One. or two of the covers of other pages were lifted 
to gain access to the paper, but otherwise the mountings were not disturbed. 

It was found that rubber cement was used at the top and corners to 
fasten the original papers to the cardboard. 3h replacing those removed no 
additional adhesive was added and at no time was anything placed on the papers 
(in the nature of a test reagent, solvent, adhesive or any other Laboratory 
material such as might be applied in an examination). 

For permanent retention and display, it is assumed that each page 
will be properly prepared, the Japanese silk or pressure cellulose methods of 
mounting being employed. The latter of these is the method used by Archives 
which has the necessary machinery and trained technicians. The Japanese silk 
method is used by OFO special binders (there are only a few in the U« S. 
properly skilled) at the Library of Congress.

"Anigo, anigo, anigo" asserts that 
Hitler hae declared tliat " If vrar "breaks out a'bout tv;o thirds of the population 
of the world may succunl), but there will he auff icient astrononical space left 
to allow the conquerors to extend toward sidereal paths where they will enjoy 
abiding greatness and peace, " 

"Anigo, amigo, aaigo" clains that Hitler aspires to the conijaest of the 
Koon and l>!ar8, after he has cocipletely defeated Hussia. 

"Anigo, amigo, aaigoV provides the follov;ing data re the arrival of Hit- 
ler in Bogota, Coloahia:- 

Hitler landed from suhnarine "H.7.Z.- 1048" in Behlahonda, coast of CSua- 
Jira in Colorhla, at dawn of Jul:' 19, 1945, He was acconroanied "by six men;

lucLe of severesl months in Colonbia attending to ay business affairs, end a few 
days in sucmer v&ich I spent In'Beztnida, at that tiise under the rigid control of 
British military euthoritiee. toward the end of 1944, when I wee in a Horopean 
country, the nane of which X cannot divulge, X was a victim of the Soviet GS^ 
( BiBsian Secret Police) , who 3iad definitely confirmed my close ties with Oemany* 
After three days of terrible persecation, I succeeded in croeeins the frontier 
into another country where the Soviet Government could not operate vith such free- 
dom, 

January 12, 1945*- I received a visit from Z, a well known German 
igent, Ee hinted at the possibility of Geman defeat and gave me a period of two 
days to think of the most suitable spot in South America as a refuge for Eitler 
and a group of Oezman Scientists and officers, in case the latter should find it

and «£treaely wealthy heiress and sports enthusiast of Telle del Cauca. 

lo sake this story brief, Z shall suianarize the rest of the erents; 
jLfter having made all the necessary arrangenents, which required well over a month 
and a half, during which period 1 Was constantly in contact with (reriaany an^i the 
"Hitler ftroup" ( of which "inigo, amlgo, aalgo" did not say he fomed a part, as 
did Mart In Bonaann), the landing was made In Bahlahonda on Julv 19. 1945, at davm# 
She "Ouajlra Indians" which "Aalgo, aalgo, aailgo" mentions in his story were none 
other than three of the most important contact men* Ve could not take the risk 
of obtaining true Ouajlra Indians becaUBe they might have been bribed by some one 
to betray us to the authorities. 

Trom here on, the stor^' differs from the one told by ■imlgo, anigo, 
«nigo" ( whom Z believe to be a tall, slender Dutchman ( Holland) who was a meis- 
ber of the group, and whom Z frequently saw at the plantation In the savanna of 
Bogota which Hitler and his committee later occupied. Reserve e&nnot be the cause 
of tergiversation of svents on the part of this indiTidnal who offers to sell his 
petty secrets for 50,000 dollars, Z do not know what his motive is, nevertheless, 
this is what really occurred:- 

Tot mix days Hitler and his followers travelled on horseback, osly 
At night, from Bahlahonda to the "La Locia" landing field* i.t the agreed hour of 
neeting three contact men and 1 waited at the rendezrous, Ve had succeeded in ac* 
quiring three small four-passenger Stinson planes, to begin the trip from there to 
JTarino, Then, Z was suddenly informed by a high-ranking CJernan of fleer, that Hitler 
had changed his mind and he had decided not to hl&e on my property. 

Hitler, Bomann, two Geiman phyelclste and two pilots travelled by 
plane to a destination that Z then ignored, They carried with them secret plans 
for the V*3 Sky Socket bomb, the Intezplanetary Sky rockets and the complete r»- 
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cord of the German nadear Investl^atiozi* We and the remainder of the groi^ 
would travel vlth the la'boratory equipment and other ol>JeetB which they had 
hron^t froQ Germany, in tracliB and Tehicle ae far aft Ja^, and fron here ve 
would sake the reel of the trip into the interior hy foot in sepcxate stages. 

Vhen I saw ^tler ag^ln, a month later, on a plantation In the 
aavanna of Bogota, I found out ahout their flight* At davm on the 26th of July, 
thev landed the planes in a flying field at le Ilorida, in that ahandoned spot 
helow 68th Street in Bogota. The flight wae rough. They had teen forced to fly 
hy night over the mountain chain with planes that had little power and naturally 
had no radio heams. The skill of the pilots was shown under these eirenastances. 
Once they had landed, the pilots homed the planes and the remains were suhmerged 
in the neiirhy march of Santa l!arla. 

In J£i Florida, three persons, who until that tine had taken no part 
in the plan that ha£. been revealed to Skb, met Hitler. One of then owned the plants 
tion where Hitler was going to stay. The latter had been averse to timstin^ only 
in ne, and at the last moment he had changed his mind, however, I contlnsied to he 
a part of his Intliaate follovrlng. 

yor months the ficht against the ComnuniBts all over the world was 
led from this plantation in the savanna. Only once, at the beginivinc of 1946, 
when the Itasslan Legation in Bogota tegan to increase its personnel, did we fear 
that the Soviets had discovered the hiding place of the l\iehrer. Our fears were 
dissipated weebe later, when flPU ( Russian Secret Police) Agents, foiled in their 
attempts to track down Hitler and his group v;ho were cheerfully conducting their 
■lUebla" operation, as they celled the plan, ( Translator's note: "JTiebla" means 
mist, haze or a film that covers an object, and It probably expresses the fact 
that Hitler and his Agents were successful in concealing their identity) returned 
to Koseow discouraged. Hov; we kaovr whj' the Rassian Legation in Bogota had such a 
large staff • Hitler irfas aware of every one of their movements. The "group* had 
en undercover agent in the BLSsian Legation itself* 

Oerman agents and scientists kept arriving in Colombia, some via 
the secret subrnaxine route across the Atlantic, and others disguised as Jewish 
ianigrants* On one pleasant occasion a republican leader fron the TTnited States 
visited the savanna plentatlon. Other, republicans and democrats came later. In 
the quiet mansion the most noble of all crusades was taking place: the fl^t 
gainst the red serpent of the bloody Uuskovite Comnunism. 

And now, the most eensatlonal revelation of this story:- 

At the beglnnino of this year, when the differences between the 
TTnited States and the Soviet Grovemnent were beccmlng more srrident at the tH' see- 
sions. Hitler felt the time had arrived to start the holy war against Russia. How- 
ever, it v/as neces Bars'- to Inflane all of America, in order thf.t with its morel and 
material support, the United States woxild abandon its defensive policy, and launch 
forth against Russia* The ninth Pan American Conference vas a propitious occasion. 



aot onlj' waB It QoixL^ to "be held in Bogota lAere It vae easy for tJie "group" 
to operate from, their xkearby ^ase, bat it vae going to be held in Sogota at a 
time when there vae great weertalnty in the internal polities of Coloabia. 

Hitler's genius conceiTed the perfect plan; vhen the Conference 
vas at its height, they would aseaeeinate the leader of the liberal Ferty, Dr« 
Jor^e Cliecer Oaitcm; the Coimauniete voisld be biased for this deed m they had 
been blamed for the bomiag of the Beichstag* .She "groi^" had en xmdercoTer 
agent in Sr* Ospina Perez* cabinet who would take charge of this part* Qennan 
agents were to lead the pillaging and eacking of chirches and tacred buildings, 
deeds which vould be easily attributed to the International Conctonlets* The 
Conference would teminate ininediately, Colombia would serer relatione with the 
Soviet Soverniaent, then the TTnited States wonld eerer relations vith the TTSSR, 
and war would come, the grer.t cruseide against Oosimuileflu Eitler would reappear 
then to lead the western world against the IbiskoTites* Ihe scheme was perfect* 

I did not lean the details of this fantastic plan until it had al- 
ready been finished. Ead I Imovm' I would hcve opposed it since the life of 
Oaitan seemed very precious tp me* The date of the eoixp had been chosen by Bit» 
Isr in accordance with his personal astrologer* Ihe contact man between the 
Biarderer of Sr. Oaitan and the' "group" was a eons ervat ire dejyuty. Eowerer, this 
individoal never did Imov under whose orders he wae acting. One of the indiri- 
duals who met the Puehrer when the latter landed in le Florida had t&3cen it upon 
himself to con7inee the deputy of the necessity of the crime, argain;: on the 
basis of internal politics* In hie turn, the deputy had no trouble convincing 
the murderer, a fanatic* Hitler hac'. conceived a master plan* 

Only one detail wae ladcing; the "group's" confidence men in Vasb- 
incton failed in their attenpt to have the TTnited States breo): with the Soviet 
Ooveramant as a result of the events of Xpril 9th. 

I had not seen Eitler since April 5th. Vhen I returned to the planta* 
tion on April 15th, it was completely empty. The equipment, the laboratories, 
everything had dieappearedi --

turn and apathetic* The only thin^: which inflemed his enthusiasm was the thou^t 
of a world crusade agrJ^nst the Beds or Russians.

Hull sent tl-.c Ambassador's letter imd the (hreatcnini: letter to the 
Department cf Ji>tice -and the FBI w.is instructed to investigate. 

The German Ambavsudor probably wished in the weeks to'come that 
he had never vritien to Secretary Hull, becniisc that letter was a diplo- 
nKiiic fumble. Hi> recjuesl opened the wjy for the FBI to look into the 
doings of the pro-Nazi organizations in the course of seeking "Daniel 
Stern," who, ir.cidenially, nsvCi" was found. In this case the FBI's infor- 
mation wns obtafned by an oblique approach, but in anv event, it proved 
to be a vajuable reference when the Departnient of justice requested 
additional investigations. And Hoover passed the in formation on to the 
President.

The above evidence l« rot com- 
plete, but it is positive, cirwim- 
stantial, consistent and independ- 
ent. There is no evidence v. hat- 
ever to support any of the the- 
ories which have been circuljted 
and v.'hich presuppose that Hitler 
is still alive. 

All Fuoh stories which have been 
reported have been investigated 
and have been found to be baRC' 
leis; mo.'^t of them have dissolved 
at th« first touch of fact and 
some of them have been admitted 
by their authors to have been 
pure f;;bricatlcn. 

Nor is It possible ;o dispose of 
the existing evidence which is 
summarized above. It is consid- 
ered quite impossible that the 
versions of the various eye-wit- 
nesses cnn represent .i concerted 
cover stiiry; they w?:e all too 
b\i5y planning theii- own safety to 
have been able or dispOEcd to 
learn an elaborate chande, which 
they could still maintain after 
five months of isolation from 
each other, and under detailed 
and persistent cross-fxamination. 

Mistaken Identity Uoubtvd 
Nor is It conbidored possible 
that the witne.-^es wore misteken 
in res^pcct of Hitler's body <of the 
identity of Kva Br:iun's body, no 
doubt i.s considered possible; not 
being blanketed a he was easlty 
recognized).

Chancellorship Won by Series of Intrigues 
Reichstag Fire Precedes Electiou Yicto] 



What followed was a series of 
intrigues behind the .^i-enes that 
ultimately landed Hitler in 'he 
Chanrellorship. Bruening rcsi;?ned 
and Franz von Papen. a Catholic 
and a diplomat remembered In the 
United States for his espionage 
and anbotog-e work during- the 
First World War, was appointed 
in his place. Von Papen'a Ministry 

was known as "the Cabinet of 
monocles." It had no basis of sup- 
port In the Reichstag or in the 
population and was obviously a 
stop-gap. 

General von Schleicher, army 
chief, fearing a union of the Hit- 
lerites and Communists, against 
whom the army would be unable 
to stand, forced von Papen'a rcsix- 
nation and himself aiisumed the 
Chanrellorship. Von Schleicher's 
was "the second Cnbinet of mon- 
ocloa." Powerful eleinenls in the 
army and sround von Papen, bent 
on helping- Hitler to the Chancellor- 
ship, refu.scd to support von 
Sciiieichcr, howevci-, who thereupon 
demanded another dissolution of 
the Reichstag and a general elec- 
tion. Hindenburg refused, and on 
Iho advice of his son. Oskar, and 
General von Bloniberg. who subse- 
quently became Minister of War 
in Hitler's govemincnt, cslied 
Hitler to Schleicher's place. This 
was on Jan. 30, 1933. Hitler's goal 
was attained.

Many who watched Hitler from 
the time when ha first made his 
appearance on the political scene 
noticed his megalomania, hia gam- 
bler's readiness to talie Tisks, his 
habit of wild exaggeration and in- 
aMlity to grssp the full implica- 
tions o( thinga he said and did. It 
was this failura to measure the 
significance of his words and deeds 
that waa considered responsible for 
the coolness he displayed at critical 
moments after violent outbursts of 
thought ar.d temper, although on 
occasions he waa reported to fall 
into tears and hysterics. 

Propaganda a Baalc Weapon 

At the same time, however, he 
possessed an uncanny ahrewdness 
in hia estimate of the conduct and 
psycho)og:>' of masses and Indi- 
vid\»als, and developed to a fine 
degree the art of swaying their 
emotions. The auccess he achieved 
in thia field enhanced his contempt 
for the people, whom he called a 
"flock of Bheep and blockhcada." a 
"mixture of stupidity and coward-

Adolf Hitler waa 
from early youth a mtrong adher- 
ent of Germany. He waa convinced 
that it waa the historic mission 
Of the Germans to rule tiie Aus- 
triana and the complex of races 
inhabiting Franx Josef's land. 

Hitler had no love for hia father 
and reaented his insistence that he 
prepare himself for the Govern- 
ment service. Not venturing to de- 
his father openly, he adopted a 
policy of passi^-e resistance by 
idling away hia time at school. At 
the age of U. after his father's 
deatJi, Hitler went to live with hia 
mother at Lint. There he stayed 
Until he was 19, pampered by his 
{mother, who catered to his habit 
of idling. 

Upon her death he found himself 
alone and friendless, without any 
means of earning a living and 
quite unprepared for the battle of 
life. He had been a failure at school 
and wss unrtbJc to pass examina- 
tions. While hi." parents were atill 
alive Hitler had gone for a short 
time to Munich, Where he had 
taken aome courses in drawing.

Already in those days, five years 
bpfore hlH advent to power, the 
&miy generals had bcrrme his pris- 
oners. Those who, like General 
von Schleicher, later attempted to 
v^ithdrav/ to an independent policy, 
paid for it with their lives or with 
oblivion. 

Bat great ss^were his successes 
in the years after the Munich 
putsch, it was not until in30 that 
Hitler emerged definitely as a 
mighty politicBl power in Germany. 
As late as 192S, in ii\b Reichstag 
elections of that year, Hitler was 
able to obtain only twelve seat*. 
But in the elections held in the tall 
of 1930 he received «,000,000 votes 
and captured 107 scats. 

It was one of the f;:reatest upsets 
in tlie turbulent hlbtory of, the 
struggling German KepublJc. By 
this time Hitler had become the 
veritable idol not orjly of the active 
Nazi parly mcr.ib»»r» but of the 
masses who cast their ballots for 
him. 

The factor that ^ave his move- 
ment this great impetus was the 
fconomic rrisis that broke over the 
world in 1929 and struck Germany 
with particular severity.

Frontiers Became 'Unbearable* 

In 1939 the fronUers. which Hit- 
ler had declared "inviolable" less 
than a year before, became "un- 
bearable." 

' From March. 1939, the relations 
between Germany and* Poland be- 
gan to deteriorate rapidly. The 
situation in Danzig grew tense. 
The controlled German prefs set 
Up , a hue and cry about Polish 
"oppression." On April 28, 1939, 
Hitler addressed a memorandum to 
Warsaw announcing the abrupt 
(Abrogation of the 1934 nonaggres- 
slonv treaty. There was no pro- 
<vic!ii» In tlie pact for such unilat- 
eral jsetlon. 

- Soon Nazi armed bands began to 
seep, into Danzig as preparations 
wer* begun by both aides for 
armed Action. For five months 
Folbnd lived in a state of aeml- 
BobtllzaUon, and by the time the 
erfsis reached an acute stage in 
August millions of men had been 
mobilized omboth aides. The Ger- 
man press intensified its campaign 
against Polish "atrocities." de- 
jBsndlng the unconditional sur- 
render of Danzig and of the Polish 
Corridor, where the Inhabitants 
had for centuries been 80 per cent 
Poli.^h.

The same 
day Berlin announced the cancella- 
tion of the Nuremberg Nazi party 
"peace congress," set for early In 
S'^ptember, and rushed completion 
of German mobilization. 

On Aug. 28 Great Britain In- 
formed Hitler through fiir Ncvile 
Henderson that she was deter- 
mined to stand by her obligationa 
to defend Poland, but at the same 
time urged direct negotiations be- 
tween Warsaw and Berlin. France 
likewise reiterated, her determina- 
tion to defend Poland. 

On Aug. 29 Hitler replied to 
London, insisting upon the satis- 
faction of Germany's "minimum 
demands" before any negotiations 
could take place. 

Great Britain Stands Pat 

On Aug. 30 Great Britain re- 
iterated her position and again 
appealed for negotiations. Hitler's 
ansv/er waa an order setting up a 
council for the "defense of the 
realm." 

On Aug. SI Danzig announced 
Its rejoining of the Reich. Rib- 
bentrop summoned Henderson and 
read to him a six teen-point pro- 
gram for settlement of the Polish 
diapute. The snme day Warsaw 
disclosed that the program had 
never been aubmltted to the Polish 
Government.

•Unding of their peraonalities, views 
and behavior? I think so. Sudi an 
analysis, if candid and cooperative, 
would be free of the footlight glamor 
which colors journalistic interviews 
of Europe*8 strongest but not other- 
' \rue notable men in power. As clinical 
revelation is out of Ae question, how- 
ever, a speculative long-distance analy> 
sis, documented merely by the dic- 
tators* public utteraneeg and political 
actions, is the only tubslitute offered 
us. It is posKible diat, even so handi- 
capped, we may approach an aothentie 
psychological intCTpretation. 

1 Adolf Hitler is eommonly referred 
to as the madnum of Europe. This des- 
• ignation is apt» for no sane man could 
J exhibit the eompotule dharacteristka 
of the German Fudirer. Benito Musso- 
lini and Joseph Stalin, too^ have been 
described as mad hy some observers. 
How far do dieae dictators qualify for 
a fair degree of aanity? How far do 
they approach the psychopathic? 

The case of Hitler is by far the most 
clear-cut The clue to his mental con- 
dition lies in paranoia, which has been 
described by Dr. F. A. Moss as **a 
constitutional, and so far incurable, 
mental disorder — causes unknown. 
Owing to their lack of deterioration 
and to their untiring energy, paranoi- 
acs are often able to accomplish no- 
usual things in file; ihej are often 
good organizers.** 

Paranoia is formal Greek for in- 
formal American "off onc*s base." The 
typical paranoiac is an individualist, 
a man who **goe8 it alone.** With rare 
exceptions, paranoiacs are disturbing 
and undesinhle dtiaens. The world 
can assimilate a fair number of diem 
without constant dread of their npset- 
ting the or^niied achedule of the 
human aoene. 

The^man possessing a partial and 
tempered paranoiac make-up is called 
a ^porantdd . by peydiologists. Many

varieties of minds fall into this cate- 
gory. The paranoid may be an aggres- 
nve individual, with an absoihing, 
compulsive, vnbalanced desire to im- 
press his personality upon his fellow- 
men regardless of means, reddess of 
conseqwmce. Or he may be withdraw- 
ing and secretive of nature, beset by 
fleiusions, yet relatively innocent and 
socially inconsequent. 

In a fuB-fiedged paranoiac, the 
psychologist often finds presoit all 
three factors of the paranoid complex. 
The first factor is hypertrophy of the 
ego — m Greek, megalonuam^ in 
American, **swcUed bead.** -Unlike the 
ddwons of grandeur diat appear in 
odier mental disorders and develop 
hnperial Napoleons and royal Vie- 
lorias naigned to menial ^^aks, die 
aggressive paranoiac has the urge to 
translate his self-infli^ion into practice, 
and may become violent if balked. 

A second factor | is a gnetwnce, 
some' ranUing hurt Vrhich keeps the 
ego irritated, making it feel wronged. 
Ddusibns or persecution may readily 
develop. According to Alfred Adler, 
the compensation for a blasting sense 
of inferiority induces the assumption 
of exceptional superiority. 

The third factor is a acAeme of re- 
form, whidi may taike one of as many 
forms as there are interests in life. 
Crack-brained cultists, including occul- 
tists, wild redeemers, social panace* 
ists, even perpetual moticm machine 
inventoTs, are of die paranoid family 
or persuasion — most of them of a 
harmless type. When a person with a 
paranoid complex becomes domi- 
nated by the desire to master, and 
makes the political world the scene 
of his activides, the lesnlt is die dic- 
tator. 

- The psydiologist does not haw to 
search far to find the grievance com- 
plex in Hitler^s mental make-up. It 
rides him like a fury. Beginning pos- 
sibly as an ander-dog frustration in 
a youthful rebellion for recognition, h 
is now expressed as a blind rage, a 
ruthless omdau^t, as if the only form 



of expression open to his paranoid 
mind were hate. His complex has Jed 
him, now that he is in power, to perse- 
cute' Jews* bum books, torture objec- 
tors in concentration camps. His dis- 
torted ego disregards history, banishes 
learning, makes women aervile race* 
bearers for his cause, dispossesses re- 
Jigioo, leriles all other nations and 
ideals with fish-wife scurrility, purges 
and suppresses all opposition. The 
edicts whidi Hider has issued while 
m power would aerve as protocols of 
paranoia. 

Hitler lives in a paranoid world nOt 
imlike the dream of many a patient 
in an asylum, but which has eome 
into exntence for causes over whidi 
historians will debate long after the 
Httlerian eata^opius has gone the way 
of all delusion. To me it aeems that 
without the^-i>ackground of armed 
force, the unwiBdom of Versailles, the 
collapse of ddiberation at the League 

of Nations, the paranoid world oi 
Hider would have been impossible. Tc 
ecist, dictatorship must destroy ficb ' 
dom and build up fear and force. 

It is only by an accident of history 
that the **Aryan** myth and Nordic 
nonsense was inherited from pre-War 
Germany. The delusions of Teutonic 
superiority were developed in prepare* 
tion for Der Tag of 1914. They grew 
out of a thesis advanced by an eccen- 
tric Frendi literateur, Gobineau. In 
The ineqiuUity of Human Races, 
Gobineau set forth the notion that the 
Teuton was the supreme rads. The 
greatness of Imnardo, Michelangelo 
and a host of others he. declared was 
doe to the fact that Teutonic blood 
flowed in their veins. The **Aryan** 
coh was further developed by a rene- 
gade Ejiglishman, Houston Chamber- 
lain, ton-io-Iaw of Richard Wagner. 
And this literature of **political 
anthropology** flourished from 1910 
to 1918, years during which learning^' 
was lughly regarded in Cermanyf 

Hie popularity of the wod^ | of 
Gobineau and Chamb^Iain and Dthers 
lllnstrates die jdeological gullibility 
of the German people.

Hitler, Yet if the Italian and Russian 
dictators had been more normal men, 
more loyal to the accredited atandards

ent. As a psychologist I am inclined 
to agree with John Gunther*8 conclu< 
•ion that **all dictators are abnormal; 
this may be accepted as an axiom,** 
for *Hhe vanity of the normal male ia 
not capacious enough to accept such 
extreme responsibility.** 

Except for his megalomania — whicb 
is a gigantic exception, indeed — Mus- 
solini is norms! enough s hunsan for 
most careen. Certainly be p oe acsse s 
an abundance of normalizing, extra- 
verted compensations. If early in life 
be bad been induced to wear an ortho- 
pedic device which inflicted a remind- 
ing ating whenever he strutted, the 
Caesar pose might have been nipped 
in the bud. Yet his personal record 
IS fairly damaging, and the price the

Mussolini t<4d Einil Lodwig 
what a dictator learns from biatoi) 
is to shoot first. *I want to make my 
nark on history with my will, like 
a lion with his claw.** His crowning 
satisfaction is in conquest and the ap- 
plause of bombastic oratory. He has 
bad to go far to find an oiutlet for 
his desire for glory. The son of the 
modem Caesar, aharing his father^ 
precepts, records that he found mow- 
ing down innocent Abyvsinians from 
the air to be glorious sport, and his 
victim's consternation in finding 
themselves, family and shelter sud- 
denly exterminated most amusing. 

Mussolini once told Nicholas Mur- 
ray Butler tfut freedom was not only 
moribund but dead. Between the bene-

bis cause, as is shown by hu past 
records and. amplified by his present 
record of purges. He resorts freely to 
terrorist methods, apparently without 
a twinge. 

Stalin's make-up suggests a sus- 
picious, withdrawal trend. He rarely 
aces diplomats or journalists, and even 
in attending a gala celebration of the 
Moscow Art Hieater, remains screened 
behind a curtain in a box. 

.Despite the apparent ovations^ of 
dieir following, the lives of the dic- 
tators are as constantly threatened as 
tiiose of autocratic tsars, thus causing 
them to have phobias quite similar to 
psychopathies. Stalin leaves the Krem- 
lin in a cavalcade of three fast-moving 
cars. He lives in a guarded country 
house surrounded by high walls. Mus- 
solini*s cars have one-way glass so 
that he can see but not be seen. 
Hitler has a bomb-proof oellar nnder 
his closely guarded mountain retreat, 
with a cbiarged barbed wire cncloaing 
the estate. Hie strongest am and, 
according to their followers, die most 
adored men in Europe are In constant 
fear for their lives, wliidi hardly 
adds to the sanity of their state of 
mind. / 

The dictator's following is recrpite'd 
among a population in despair,' and 
is reinforced by propaganda. Onde 
nnder way, the dictator imposes bis 
will vpon the masses by ruthless com- 
pulsion and the silencing of opposi- 
tion. Dictatorship and freedom, no 
more tfian sanity and insanity, can 
live under the same roof.

Of contemporary dictators, Joseph 
Stalin is certainly the most normal. 
In personal demeanor be is serene, 
and be has a sense of humor. He is 
a man of ability, with an appreciation 
of historical forces. His personality

It is quite likely, in view of Ae 
fact that he is wdl rerfed in history, 
that II Duce early in life deliberatdy 
idopted the principles of Macfaiavelli.
